U.S. Patent and Trademark Office assignment records disclose that an assignment from the 
inventors to Proctor and Gamble Company and to Matsushita Electric Works, LTD. was recorded 
on May 16, 2008, after the date of issuance of this patent. Accordingly, since the assignment
